sential to the general welfare that 
liberty is. The opposition is proper.

trophy. The accident of last week is 
che fourth of the kind which the cup 
yachts have suffered since the steel 
masts were adopted. Two of these 
hav-a occurred to Aloiierican yachits 
and two to the Lipton boats, so that 
troubles are even in this respect. 
The steel masts, being 
hollow, 
are 


liable to "buckle' when the pressure 
bc'jomes too strong, or when an ex- 
reptional strain comes by reason of 
the giving way of a stay. Everything 
about these racers is turned down to 
the most minute finish and finesse. 
Thus the giant mast which buckled 
the other day, although 155 feet long 
and 27 inches in great diameter, is 
composed of nickel steel only three- 
sixteenths of an inch in thickness. 
The marvel is that these spars do 
not break oftener. But if they must 
break it is well that they do so. in 
'Jie trial races, in order that the 
weakness may be remedied in time. 
A. break dxiring one of the cup races 
would be deplorable in the extreme, 
amd yet yachtsmen hold that the yacht 
which cannot stand up 
under 
all 


kinds of weather in the actual regat- 
ta is toy that fact ruled out of the 
race. The competition is not only 
one to secure the greatest speed, but

speed i.ecessities with the strength 
requirements. Every ounce taken off 
to lighten the boat and increase her 
sailing qualities increases 
at 
the 


.same time the chances of a break- 
down. Thus the designer and build- 
er who puts up a boat which may 
collapse on the very verge of victory 
takes his chances in the general con- 
test of elements. Still, no American 
wants to retain the cup by reason of 
an accident, even though that acci- 
dent may prove that we can make 
stronger racers.—Washington Star.

Church Kerr company of New York, 
nade at Pittsburg, Pa. 


Thirty cars, 
or an entire train, 


were required to convey it from Pittg- 
burg to this city, and, as may be in- 
ferred, its unloading from the cars 
and transportation to the 'power <plant 
was no easy task. Mr. Brown, ho,w- 
ever, was fufly equal to all demands 
mane ot him. 
l 


The engine has a normal capacity 


for 4,000 horse power, but can pro- 
duce 6,000 when required. 


The fly wheel is twenty-two feet 


in diameter and weighs eighty-five 
tons. It was made in five sections. 
The low pressure cylinder is seventy- 
eight inches in diameter. The shaft 
is thirty-one 
inches 
in diameter, 


twenty-eight feet long and 
weighs 


twenty-eight tons. 


The erected engine 
is thirty-one 


feet high. The bases weigh thirty- 
three tons sach. 


In the work of hauling-, Mr. Brown 


has employed a large force of men 
and 
twenty-four horses, the. most 


substantial truck being an eight-wheel 
boggie. Four weeks have 
already 


been required for the work of trans- 
portation, wfuch is retarded by the 
weight of the imachinery and the ob- 
stacles presented by trolley and other 
overhanging wires.
